R ats in Circleville had b ecome 
a m ajor prob lem and no one should 
b e criticized for attem pting a city 
wide eradication. It was b elieved 
this program could b e conducted 
safely with the full co-operation 
of the pub lic. A fter the approval 
of the City Council and endorse 
ment of citizens the assistance of 
Dr. Dwight M. Delong an author­ 
itative scientist was secured. 
Dr. Dwight M. Delong, a profes 
sor in the D epartm ent of Zoology 
and Entomology. College of A gri­ 
culture, Ohio S tate University, has 
had years of experience 
in 
the 
handling of rodenticides and rat 
exterm ination, and is licensed to 
handle the rodenticides used in the 
campaign. To date all his results 
have b een satisfactory with no un­ 
fortunate experiences

R ats are a national pest prob­ 
lem destroying food, 
damaging 
wood, paper and construction ma­ 
terials, 
annually 
causing 
more 
damage than fire and hurricane 
combined. Rodents carry disease, 
tw’o of which are typhus and bu­ 
bonic plague. 
Rats in Circleville had become 
a major problem and no one should 
be criticized for attem pting a city 
wide eradication. It was believed 
this program could be conducted 
safely with the full co-operation 
of the public. After the approval 
of the City Council and endorse­ 
ment of citizens the assistance of 
Dr. Dwight M Delong an author­ 
itative scientist was secured. 
Dr. Dwight M. Delong, a profes­ 
sor in the Department of Zoology 
and Entomology. College of Agri­ 
culture. Ohio State University, has 
had years of experience 
in 
the 
handling of rodenticide* and rat 
extermination, and is licensed to 
handle the rodenticide* used in the 
campaign To date all his results 
have been satisfactory with no un­ 
fortunate experience* 
being 
re­ 
ported. Dr. Delong is internatioaal- 
ly known for his outstanding work 
In the field of entomology, and 
during the war was a member of j 
a Government secret commission 
on pest control. 
Two rodenticide* were used in 
the campaign, both Government in­ 
troduced and teated 
The most 
widely used was ANTU (ALPHA- 
NAPTHYL • TH1QUREA) which* 
is relatively non toxic to anything 
except the Norway rat. This was 
placed in alleys throughout Circle­ 
ville. on rubbish piles and garbage 
piles, and could not kill any dogs 
or cats due to the small amounts 
of bait set in any one place. 
The aecond agent used was No. I 
1080 (Sodium Flouracetate) a more !

ATOM - SMASHING 
‘GUN’ 
REVEALED 


BERKELEY, Cal,, J uly 15—An 
ex p erimental 
linear 
accelerator, 
p otentially 
the most 
powerful 
atom-smashing "gun” 
in the world, 
is under construction 
at the Uni­ 
v ersity of California.* 
Dr. Luis VV. Alv arez, who aided 
in the dev elop ment of the atom 
bomb, said the univ ersity ’s radia­ 
tion laboratory work on linear ac­ 
celerators was ex p ected to make 
it p ossible to accelerate p rotons to 
energies of 600,000,000 electron 
v olts for atomic research. 
This sp eed, he said, is equal to 
that of comp arativ ely slow "p ri­ 
mary ” cosmic ray s which bombard 
the earth’s atmosp here at energies 
from a few hundred million to bil­ 
lions of electron v olts. 
The accelerator will supplement 


H e a d a c h e M i s e r y 
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the univ ersity ’s giant 184-lnch cy ­ 
clotron, largest in the world, which 
will be comp leted this Fall, and a 
300,000,000 v olt sy nchroton to be 
finished early nex t y ear. 
Prof. J. Robert Op p enheimer, 
famed nuclear p hy sicist, p redicted 
that the accelerator within a few 
y ears might p roduce p rotons of 
more than a billion volts. These in 
turn may p roduce “mesotrons.” 
which are the p enetrating com­ 
p onents of cosmic ray s, Op p en­ 
heimer said. 
Mesotrons will enable scientists 
to “observe what goes on within 
the atomic nucleus when it is 
rip p ed ap art, and will also make it 
p ossible to use mesotrons to ex ­ 
p lore subatomic sp ace,” he added.

AID FOR SCHOOLS 


^TEACHERS throughout the country are 
heartened these v acation months by 
t e National Education Association's driv e 
tor an immediate two-billion dollar feder- 
al-aid bill and an additional two billion 
dollars in federal funds for the nation’s 
schools. 


Higher salaries, the association insists, 
must ne paid to solv e the present grav e 
teacher shortage. Members of the profes­ 
sion who left for military and war industry 
serv ices must be induced by adequate pay 
to return to the school room. The present 
heav y teaching load, due to the shortage 
and increased enrollment, discourages new 
recruits., 
The association further wants equaliza­ 
tion of educational opportunity between 
states, which would include a public school 
building program sadly needed in many 
sections. Local and state resources in many 
states are inadequate to insure educational 
standards, according to Dr. Ralph Mc­ 
Donald, the N. E. A.'s secretary of higher 
education. He points out that both Russia 
and England are spending many times as 
much as this country per child for educa­ 
tion, v iewed in terms of natural resources.

IN ALL its complex mechanism, 
the body has no harder workers 
than its ox ygen-carriers, the tiny 
red cells of the blood.

Thus, it is apparent that the 
ox ygen-carrying 
power 
of the 
blood may be reduced either by 
actual loss of a large number of 
red cells, as in bleeding, or to a 
lessening of their hemoglobin con­ 
tent due to infection or lack of iron 
in the diet. 
Whatever its cause, this condi­ 
tion is called anemia and usually 
the most important part of its 
treatment consists in giving some 
iron-containing preparation. 
Practically all of the body tis­ 
sues contain some iron, although 
the liver, the spleen and the bone 
marrow supply more iron for the 
formation of red blood cells than 
do others. Sometimes anemia de­ 
velops because an abnormal con­ 
dition of the bone marrow pre­ 
vents proper utilization of iron. 
More often, however, it is due 
directly to iron deficiency. One 
type is the hypochromic nutri­ 
tional anemia of infancy and 
childhood. If a baby 
is born be­ 
fore the normal time, it will, in 
all likelihood, not have the normal 
quantity of iron stored in its tis­ 
sues. 


Rapid growth increases the need 
for iron, so that even those babies 
who start out with an adequate 
supply, need more in the diet. So 
does thii growing child. An infant 
who receives only milk will not get 
enough iron. Thus a faulty diet 
may contribute to anemia in babies 
and little children. 
A second type is called chronic 
hemorrhagic anemia, which mere­ 
ly means that anemia has occurred 
from 
continued 
bleeding 
from 
some source. Obviously, the trsat 
ment is to find the source of the 
bleeding and to eliminate it. The 
giving of some iron-containing 
preparation will, of course, aid in 
blood replacement. 
A third type is called achlorhyd­ 
ric, which means lack of acid in 
the stomach. This type occurs most 
often in women. In this condition, 
the anemia jesuits from failure to 
absorb or u k e up enough iron 
from the fold eaten, because of 
lack of acid in the stomach.

Anemia of Pregnancy 
A fourth type is called hypo­ 
chromic anemia of pregnancy. 
During the .-hild-bearing time the 
mother-to-fc* must not only have 
sufficient iron to supply her own 
needs, but also enough for the 
baby. A f:iulty diet and achlor­ 
hydria are contributing 
factors 
for the development of this condi­ 
tion. 
When iron fs necessary, it can 
be 'satisfactorily administered in 
practically all cases by mouth, in 
the form of tablets or a liquid 
preparation. The liquid prepara­ 
tions are as a rule more satisfac­ 
tory for children. 
It must be remembered that al­ 
kaline substances, such as baking 
soda, may interfere with the ab­ 
sorption of iron. Hence, in anemia 
the taking of such preparations 
should be avoided, if possible. 
The doctor will decide w hat type 
of anemia is present, and what 
treatment should be employed for 
it, particularly the type of iron 
preparation to use.

Like microscopic beasts of bur­ 
den, they move endlessly about 
their work of purification, carry­ 
ing oxygen from the lungs to re­ 
motest tissues and Buggering 
back under equally heavy loads of 
carbon dioxide wait*. 
Because the body if Urge and 
the red blood cell all but infinitesi­ 
mal, millions upon teeming mil­ 
lions ara required for this work. 
The power of these red cells to 
grab, hold and carry oxygen lies 
rn their hemoglobin or red color­ 
ing matter. This is their strength 
and when it is reduced, the cells 
lose their potency. 


Oxygen Power Reduced 


Thus, it is apparent that the 
oxygen-carrying power of the 
blood may be reduced either by 
actual loss of a large number of 
red celt , a« in bleeding, or to a 
lessening of their hemoglobin con­ 
tent due to infection or lack of iron 
in the diet. 
Whatever its cause, this condi­ 
tion is called anemia and usually 
the most important part of its 
treatment consists in giving some 
iron-containing preparation. 
Practically all of the btxiy tis­ 
sues contain some iron, although 
the liver, the spleen and the bone 
marrow supply more iron for the 
formation of red blood cells than 
clo others. Sometimes anemia de­ 
velops because an abnormal con­ 
dition of the bone marrow pre­ 
vents proper utilization of iron. 
More often, however, it is due 
directly to iron deficiency. 
One 
type is the hypochromic nutri­ 
tional anemia of infancy and 
childhood. If a baby is born be­ 
fore the normal time, it will, in 
all likelihood, not have the normal 
quantity of iron stored in iU tis­ 
sues. 


Rapid growth increases the need 
for iron, s« that even those babies 
who start out with an adequate 
supply, need more in the diet. So 
does th:* growing child. An infant 
w ho receives only milk will not get 
enough iron. Thus a faulty diet 
may contribute to anemia in babies 
and little children. 
A second type is called chronic 
hemorrhagic anemia, which mere­ 
ly means that anemia has occurred 
from continued 
bleeding 
from 
some source. Obviously, the .r;at 
ment is to find the source of the 
bleeding and to eliminate it. The 
giving of some iron-containing 
B 
reparation will, of course, aid in 
lood replacement. 
A third type is called achlorhyd­ 
ric, which means lack of acid in 
the stomach. This type occurs most 
often in women. In this condition, 
the anemia ie-lilts from failure to 
absorb or u k e up enough iron 
from the fold eaten, because of 
lack of acid in the stomach. 


Anemia of Pregnancy 
A fourth type is called hypo­ 
chromic a n mi a of 
pregnancy. 
During the *hild-bearinc time the 
mother-to-Le must not only have 
sufficient iro# to supply her own 
needs, but also enough for the 
baby. A faulty dict and achlor­ 
hydria ars contributing 
factors 
for the development of tim condi­ 
tion. 
When iron Is necessary, It can 
be-satisfactorily administered in 
practically all cases by mouth, in 
the form of tablets or a liquid 
preparation. The liquid prepara­ 
tions are as a rule more satisfac­ 
tory for children. 
It must be remembered that a1- 
kaline substances, such as baking 
soda, may interfere with the ab­ 
sorption of iron. Hence, in anemia 
the taking of such preparations 
should be avoided, if possible. 
The doctor will decide what type 
of anemia is present, and what 
treatment should be employed for 
it, particularly the type of iron 
preparation to use.

Wheat goals on Pickaway coun­ 
ty farms probably will be higher in 
1947, according to announcements 
of the raising of the national wheat 
goal. No figures on the local goals 
have been announced yet but are 
expected to be revealed soon by the 
county AAA office. 
Elmer F. Kruse, state chairman 
oi the Ohio Production & M arket­ 
ing announced today that a na­ 
tional wheat goal of 71,700,000 
seeded acres for the production of 
next year’s crop has been set by 
the V. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
This would be the largest wheat 
acreage since 1938. About 70 per­ 
cent of the total w'ould be planted 
to Winter wheat, and the remain­ 
der to Spring wheat.
